Frightful Symptoms, are very far to 
blame. But the Symptoms which

ter Doſe than an Ounce; and the E- 
vent proves ito be true. | 
At laſt he comes to Dr. P's Opini- 
on, which he will needs Reconcile 
with his own ( tho they flatly Con- 


tradict one another ) by telling us 
that the Dr. in that Diſcourſe only 


maintains, That if the Morbifick Mat- 
ter to be evacuated be atlually mixed 
with the Blood, and circulating in the 
Blood Veſſels, it will be Ten times 
fooner Ewvacuated by Sweating than 
Purging. Now, that this is not the 
Dr's Opinion, any who will be at the - 
trouble to read-the Difcourle ( which * 
in the Preface prefixed to it, is provd 
to be Ten times greater Nonſenſe 
than ever any thing was writ before) 
will be eafily Convinced : For there ' 
Sweating 1s propoſed as the beſt and 
readieſt Evacuation for curing all Fe- 
vers, without any reſpect tothe Seat 
of the Morbifick Matter;and it could 
not be otherways, ſince it was writ 
on deſign to Retute the Purging Me- 
thod, 
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 thod. And Pa i, ſince this Vo- 


mit of the Dr's was alfo a very violent 
Purge ( having wrought ad animz di- 
liquium ) it muſt ſtill fall under the 
Cenſure. And ſolleave them to de- 
termine the Matter between them- 
ſelves, being altogether indifferent 
what way 1t goes. 

Now I have done, and have en- 
deavoured all along, as much as poſ- 
ſible I could, to keep within the Li- 
mits of a juſt Delence; and if in any 
thing I have T ranſpreſs'd, my Adver- 
ſary is to blame, who Attacked me 


- both unjuſtly and irregularly, and e- 


very Man muſt defend as he 1s Attack- 
ed. Andit1s very hard to determine 
juſt to a Mathematical Point, how 
far defenſive Arms may go without 
becoming Offenſive. But onething 
I am ſure of, that if a Thruſt cannot 
be put by without putting home ano- 
he the Defender is Innocent what- 
ever the event of the War be. 
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
